Tre question of ritualism was brought before
the @eneral Comvention of the Protestant
Episoopal Church now In session in New
York, on Mondsy, by Judge Comynghsm, of

. Pennsylvania, in the shape of a memorial,

fetting forth the necessity for uniformity in
the manver of worshipping, and expressing
disapproval of “all deviations from the pre-

| Boribed ritual, of all acts, intentional postures,

unasconstomed ministerial garments and per.
sonal or church decorations, and all conduot
in the ocelebration of divine worship which
tends to make the same resemble in ontward
seeming that of the Churoh of Rome.'” The
memorial was acoompanisd by proposed
smendments to the canons forbidding any
ministerial vestments to be worn by the
minicters of the Chuarch daring divine
worship except the accustomed surplics, atole,
baude, and gown; any ecclesiastival veatmenta

' 1o be worn'by choirs or other assistants; any

candlesticka, ornecifixes, or super-altars to
stand upon or hang over any communion
table a8 part of the furniture or decoration
thereof; bowing at the name of Jesus, except
in repeating the creed; turning or bowiog
towards the communion table, exocept go far
as may be enjoined by the Rubric; making the
#ign of the cross, exospt in baptism; the ele-
vation of either of the elements during holy
communion, or of alms and oblations of com-
municants or others; processional singiug in
churches, except a8 provided by the Rubrie;
and the nse of incense in and during the con.
duoting of divine servioe.

The anti-Ritualists,
on the other hand, contend that these prac-
tices are part and portion of the Romish errors
which were done away with at the time of the
Reformation; that they are contrary to the
uniform oustoms of the Episcopal Church in
the United States; that they are not calculated
to promote the gpiritual welfare of any one;
and that they injure the Church and the causge
of religion by making them ridiculous in the
eyes of other denominations and the great
mass of unbelievers, who are always ready to
make the follies and weakuesses of professors
of religion pretexts for treating the whole sub-
jeot of religion with contempt.

The anti-Ritualista certainly have all the
arguments of any weight on their side of the
guestion, and whatever may have been the
onstoms of the Church at the time of the
Reformation, it is certain that the incense
intoning, genuflexions, vestments, proces-
sioms, oracifixes, and other performances of
the Ritualists are out of place at the present
day; and so far as the Episcopal Church of the
United States is comoernsd, they are clearly
innovations on the established order of things
snd the nniform customs of the Church from
its foundation in this country, Although
these innovations may be advocated and prac-
tised only by a limited number, yot, if they
are permitted to remsin unchecked and are
given a quasi acknowledgment by silence on
the part of the highest authorities, they will
bring reproach upon the entire Church.

The amendments to the canon proposed by
Judge Conyngbam, if adopted, will not change
the existing ceremonials and order of worship
in the least, but they will define clesrly and
distinctly what is permitted and what forbid-
den, thus obviatling all further cause for dis-
sension. The Ritnalists are few in number a;

present, and thers is pothing in these amend- |

ments that the great majority of the clergy-
men and laymen of the Epizscopal Charch can
reasonably object to. We hope that they will

be considered candidly and temperately by

the Convention, and adopted, with such im
provements a8 may be soggested in
the course of debate.

obedience to the law, or else, if they are so
wedded to their orucifixes, vestments, altar
clothe, and other paraphernalia that they
oannot give them up, they can out looge from
the Church and start & sect of thelr own which
will allow them to carry out their ideas with-
ont contention or disturbance.
